MARQUETTC, Jlich., July 21.—Tho richest 


lot of goM rock evm* taken from n inino 
east of the Rocky Mountains was brought 
into Ishpcmin^ from tho Lake Superior 
Iron Company's gold shaft, seven miles 
northeast of there. 
Over 300 pounds 


of tlio rock wns dislodged by a ainglo 
blast 
The golj is so abundant that 


it sticks out or tho rock, and the b4st 
chemists place Ihu vuluo of the 300 pounds 
of rock at $10,000. It ia believed that tho 
'rod; will " pun out" 500,001) a ton. This Is 
the lii't-h rich discovery in Iho shaft, and 
many minor discoveries have not becnmado 
public. Tho quartz vein on which thu shalt 
was sunk was discovered three years 
ago by Jshpemlng men, but with exception 
of exploding one charge of • dynamite, 
which exposed a rich pocket of gold-bear- 
ing quartz, nothing was done because the 
property \vas owned by tho Luko Superior 
Iron Company, which would not sell ^the 
property. Last summer tbe company put 
a low.miners at work on the property, and 
a tost shaft was sunk about eighteen feet, 
at the bottom of which a small pocket 
was 
struck 
which 
produced 
gold- 


ourryinn 
rock which 
assayed 
MO.OOO 


to the ton. All work was suspended 
then, 
and

Rich rock has 


been encountered all alonff, and tho won- 
derful find has set tho people wild.

The Michigan ftold mine, which adjoins 
this shaft, has found rich rock'in smaller 
quantities. There Is no doubt that one of 
the preatoat gold mines in the world has 
been found at Ishpcminft. 


The Lake Superior shaft is located on 


the northeast quarter of section twenty- 
live, township forty-eight, range t*onty- 
ciglit west. The shaft is sunk on the west-

We tried the flesh of the slain elephants 


cooked in various way a, roast, boiled, stewed, 
curried, but with indifferent success, al- 
though our Madras cook, no mean proficient 
;n the culinary art, tried all be lcne\v to make 
the dishes palatable. The tlesh is black-col- 
ored and coarse, so not inviting iu appear- 
ance. 


The best and most appetizing disli of all 


was soup made out of the trunk, says a liur- 
mah correspondent of tho San Francisco 
Chronicle. Portions of the trunk cut into 
small pieces nnd pently stewed for hours, 
exuding their rich juice, flavoring being 
added in tho shape of aromatic herbs grow- 
ing on the spot. 


The soup was simply delicious. 
Of a. 


unique flavor and rich gummy consistence, 
it more resembled thick turtle soup than 
any other I know of. It was, without doubt, 
nutritious and strengthening. It also much 
reminded me of mouflle, a rich, thick, soupy 
stew made of moose muscles, which deli- 
cacy I had made acquaintance with while 
out moose-hunting in Eastern Canada. Tho 
feet of tho smaller elephants also were 
rather good. They were roasted slowly iu 
wood ashes, then the tough skin peeled off 
und served uu. nature!. 


We met with varied success during the 


six weeks of our huntiug expedition, kill- 
ing seven elephants in all, which was per- 
fectly satisfactory. 


One day, on crossing some rocky ground, 


we came upon an enormous boa-constrictor 
lying under 11 projecting ledge, quite supine 
und in » state of apparent lifelcssness. As, 
in this comatose condition, the snake is 
harmless, we handled it freely. We could 
feel tho bones of some animal beneath the 
distended skin. 


After our shekarries had cut off the bo.i's 


head they ripped the body open and found 
a. mountain sheep inside. Is was not an in- 
viting spectacle, as the body of the sheep 
was slimy and presented a horrid, flattened 
appearance, showing that its bones were 
crushed. Our shekarrlos, however, thought 
differently to us, for the}' cut tho sheep up 
and carried it to camp to cook for supper. 
They also utilized the boa as food, drying 
its Ucsh in the suii.
